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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . Because the Examiner failed to consider the IDS filed on 2/4/2004, a 
supplemental Notice of Allowance is made to fix the problem. 

2. In view of amendments, the Examiner withdraws the rejection under 35 U.S.C 
102 (b) and the rejection under 35 U.S.C 103 (a) to claims 1,2 and 5-10. Therefore, all 
the claims are in a condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 ,2 and 5-1 0 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show an alternator comprising: a case, a brush, 
a brush terminal electrically connected to said brush and a brush holding assembly 
comprising a holding portion housing said brush; a cover disposed on a head portion of 
said holding portion and capable of being opened to remove said brush; an open portion 
for removal and insertion of said brush being formed at a position on said case facing 
said cover; wherein said brush holding assembly includes a holding assembly terminal, 
said holding assembly terminal and said brush terminal are electrically connected by a 
connection member, and said holding assembly terminal, said brush terminal and said 
connection member are covered by said cover which is exposed in said open portion.
